I am wondering whether you got the box of Cyprus coins I 
sent you two weeks ago with my letter of Nov. is. Your ietter of Nov. 
19 apparently crossed mine in the mail. I shail be interested to hear 
what you think of the coins. The Manager of tne Cyprus Mines Corp. 
returned to New York last week and was out to Westport to see us. He 
has custody of a very large coligection of coins including many of goid 
and silver that belong to the heir of the discoverer of the Cyprus mine. 
These coins are lodged with the Ottoman Bank at Nicosia, Cyprus. The 
Government there wiii not permit them to be taken out of the country, but 
would do so if about 5 % were surrendered to the museum there. That is 
their custom when foreigners accumulate antiques. The trustees of the 
estate will not consent to the giving up of this 5 %, so the matter is 
at a dead lock. This collection, I believe, would be very vaiuable. 
it belongs to a young man, who, I understand, is not keen about such things 
and would probabiy be wilding to dispose of it.
